Description (3): Purchase an elevator for Edmunds Middle School. EMS is a 3 story (and basement with
classrooms) 109 year old building. Three neighborhood elementary schools feed into EMS. Currently, IEP
students who are unable to access classrooms I their neighborhood building with stairs due to their disabilities
cannot attend EMS. This means they cannot continue in 6" grade with their non disabled classmates. They
have to be transported from their neighborhood on the south side of town to another neighborhood on the
north side of town to attend Hunt Middle School (HMS) which is a one story building. IDEA B ARRA funds
would allow these students to attend their neighborhood school and have a free and appropriate education in
the least restrictive environment. This project will improve the education for these students by allowing them
to attend their local school with their school mates.

Estimated Total Cost: $300,000.00

Amount of ARRA Funds: $300,000.00
